Qu Appelle, April 16.—Reports late to- 
night from Battletord stated that the people 
there feared an a.tack on the barracks by the 
indians through the night. The savages 
had been gathering in the vicinity again, 
probably after having raided Fort Pitt 
and killed or captured aj] of the people 
there. 


From Swift Carrent. 


Swift Current, April 15.—Arrived back 
here this morning. Col Otter’s command 
reached the South Saskatchewan yesterday 
afternoon, and at once began the work ot 
ferrying across. Two days will be required 
after which the advance across the prairi+ 
begins. Col Otter hopes to reach Battleford 
by the 25tb, if no delay occurs in transport 
of stores, Over 1(0 teams arrived here dur- 
ing the past two days, and it is expected 
these will be suffictent with what have aj. 
ready gone on. The men are in goed condi- 
tion, and marched across in excellent form. 
The whole country is scoured by scouts, but 
there was no appearance of the enemy. Col, 
Tyrnitt, commanding 185 men of, the 35th 
Battalion, Simcoe, is new encamped here 
awaiting orders to go forward. All well, <A 
tslegraph line is being constructed to Sas- 
kotchewan Crossing, and will be completed 
to-night. Col Walliams’ force has just ar- 
rived and is going intocamp. It is probable 
that the 60th battalion will remain here till 
Friday, when they will likely follow Colonel 
Otter. The latest news from the west is 
pacific. 


Marauders From the Soath. 


Manitou, April 15.—A letter from Turtle 
Mountain, in the vicinity of Wakopa, range 
18 tp. 2, received here to day, states that a 
band af American Indians pumbering about 
100 strong had passed through there on the 
13th inst., and were voing no:th, evidentiy 
to join Riel. They disturbed some of the 
settlers by breaking windows and endeavor- 
ing toaffect an entrance, They killed some 
sheep, and at oue place, where a Woman was 
alone in the house, they told her to get out 
or they§would kill her, She had to mn to} 
the next house. The settlers are practically 
defenceless, and coasequently are very much 
alarmed.
